£29111 Ocean Estate 
facelift is complete 

1,200 homes improved, 800 new kitchens and bathrooms

A £29 million refurbish- 
ment of the Ocean Estate 
in Stepney has been 
completed. 

Over the past four years, more 
than 1,200 homes have received 
external improvements and 


almost 800 council tenants 
have been given new kitchens 
and bathrooms. 

Now the final touches are 
being made to the landscaping 
- signalling the end of the 
refurbishment phase of the 
£220 million programme called 
Transforming the Ocean, being 


led by the council East Thames 
Group. 

This includes building 819 new 
homes - half of which are af- 
fordable - and a parade of shops. 

Mayor Lutfur Rahman said it 
had been an immensely ambi- 
tious project: “I believe the land- 
scaping works have made a

big difference and I hope that 
all residents are enjoying them 
and feel a renewed sense of 
pride in their neighbourhood." 

Michael McGregor, 73, who 
was born in the area and has 
lived on the Ocean for 12 years, 
said it was in a "dreadful state" 
when he moved there. 

"The estate had been ne- 
glected for years - then we 
heard that something was about 
to happen," he said. 

"I chose to get involved in the 
environmental and landscaping 
plans for the area. It now looks 
fantastic; considering how old 
and neglected the estate was 
and how big it is, the landscapers 
have done a superb job. 

"The objective was to use 
landscaping to design out anti- 
social behaviour, crime and 
graffiti. For example, there are 
no hidden comers. Residents ap- 
preciate what has been done." 

Kathleen O'Brien, who has 
lived on the estate for 40 years, 
moved to a new flat in Palliser 
House last October. 

"I live on the ground floor and 
have a small balcony where I can 
sit and watch passers-by.

"I also like looking at the lawn, 
flowers and greenery. I have a 
new kitchen, a new shower is be- 
ing installed - everything is new 
and looks cleaner," she said. 

"It was miserable here before. 
Now the environment has been 
made more people-friendly. 
When dropping me off, many of 
the cab drivers who lived here 
as kids have been amazed at how 
much the estate has changed." 

Saeed Gulaid moved to the 
Ocean with his wife nearly 20 


years ago: "The estate looks 
much better now. 

"It was shabby before - now 
the new gardens, double- 
glazing, new front doors and 
new kitchens all look great. I live 
on the first floor and am hap- 
py that the lifts are all working." 

Some 376 trees and more 
than 7,000 shrubs have been 
planted, and a new ball court has 
been created along with two 
new children's play areas.

Sharing ideas on the 
future of Whitechapel

PROPERTY experts, busi- 
nesses, landowners and 
developers joined the 
council’s planning officers 
to discuss the new master- 
plan for Whitechapel. 

Drawing on the arrival of 
Crossrail in Whitechapel and the 
benefits this will bring to the 
area, the draft proposals ex- 
plore additional ways the coun- 
cil can work with its partners to 
transform the area into a key vis- 
itor destination and place to live. 

At the consultation session 
last Tuesday, cabinet member 
for housing Cllr Rabina Khan 
announced an innovative design 
competition, inviting world class 
architect and design practices, 
in partnership with the local 
community, to put forward 
their ideas for a new iconic 
structure. 

Sited on Whitechapel Road, 
the idea of the competition is to 
create an internationally recog- 
nised visitor attraction for 
London and mark the area's 
identity into the 21st century and 
beyond. 

Cllr Khan said: “We want the 
competition to deliver a unique 
piece of innovative architec- 
ture that will generate pride in 
the local community and some- 
thing that people near and far 
can admire and will want to see." 

During the session, affordable 
housing, leisure facilities, anti- 
social behaviour and traffic 


management were just some of 
the issues discussed. 

Mayor Lutfur Rahman, who 
launched the Whitechapel 
Vision project in March, said: 
“Whitechapel has historically 


been at the heart of the local 
community - a key hamlet 
of the East End with a rich 
history, as shown by the mix of 
buildings that still stand in the 
area today.

“As Crossrail arrives and the 
centre of London moves east, it's 
important that we maximise 
this opportunity to transform 
the area for the benefit of 
residents.'' 

The draft Whitechapel 
Vision masterplan was 
approved for a six- week public 
consultation by the cabinet 
last month and is expected to 
be re-considered for adoption by 
cabinet in December.

Cllr Rabina Khan, cabinet member for housing, thanked 
residents for their patience during the works: “These 
improvements were necessary and I am sure everyone who 
lives on the Ocean Estate will agree that this investment 
has dramatically improved the area.

Councils step 
up fire protest 

SEVEN London councils 
against proposed cuts to 
the capital’s fire service 
have taken the latest step 
in their fight to reverse 
the decision. 

Tower Hamlets, Camden, 
Greenwich, Hackney, Islington, 
Lewisham and Southwark coun- 
cils have made an application 
for permission to apply for a 
judicial review of the decision 
by the Mayor of London, the Lon- 
don Fire Commissioner and the 
London Fire & Emergency Plan- 
ning Authority to make cuts to 
London's fire and rescue service. 

Mayor of Tower Hamlets Lut- 
fur Rahman said: “We believe 
that the closure of fire stations 
and axing of fire engines across 
London could put lives at risk." 

The councils' legal challenge 
says the cuts are unlawful, bud- 
get-driven and will have a seri- 
ous effect on some residents' 
lives. Ten fire stations are facing 
closure, includng Bow.

Prison for stabbing neighbour

A MAN who murdered his 
neighbour following a 
dispute over dirty water 
draining into his garden 
has been jailed for life, 
to serve a minimum of 
14 years. 

Fifty-one-year-old Shofique 
Uddin of Larson Walk, Millwall, 
stabbed Sultan Ahmed, 20, to 
death on May 29, 2012. 

Police were called to Larson 
Walk, off Lanterns Way, at about 
7.20pm. They found Mr Ahmed 
inside the hallway of a proper- 
ty with a single stab wound. 

They provided emergency 
treatment before the arrival of 
an ambulance crew but Mr 
Ahmed was pronounced dead 
at just after 8pm. 

During a trial at the Old 
Bailey, the court heard that 
Uddin's son abused a female 
resident of the neighbouring 
property, who was washing 
carpets with a hose in her

collapsed almost immediately 
before being carried to a neigh- 
bouring property where he died. 

Police officers arrested three 
defendants and took them to 
separate police stations in east 
and north London. 

They were charged on May 31, 
appearing first at Thames Mag- 
istrates' Court before their cas- 
es were sent to the Old Bailey. 

On October 8, Uddin's wife 
Gulbahar Begum, aged 51, was 
acquitted of two counts of griev- 


ous bodily harm with intent. 

Previously, their daughter, 
Rahela Begum, 27, was acquit- 
ted of one count of actual bod- 
ily harm. 

The defendants had earlier 
pleaded not guilty. 

Detective Inspector Andy Jones 
of the homicide and major crime 
command said: “This was a 
neighbourly dispute that spi- 
ralled way out of control with 
tragic consequences. Although 
there were two sides to this dis- 


garden, causing dirty water to 
drip into his garden. 

Following the altercation, a 
group of people went to Uddin's 
house that evening in order to 
confront his son. 

The confrontation soon 
became heated and Mr Uddin 
armed himself with a knife and 
witnesses described him as 
swinging it wildly. During the 
fight, Uddin stabbed Sultan 
Ahmed in the back and he

pute, only one side chose to arm 
themselves with weapons. 

“Given that, it is right that 
Uddin should face the conse- 
quences of his actions. 

“I would like to praise the fam- 
ily of the victim, Mr Ahmed, for 
the dignity they have shown 
throughout this investigation.''

Iman Wyse, of Bow, E3, was 
charged on October 6 and has 
been remanded in custody to ap- 
pear at Snaresbrook Crown 
Court on Thursday, October 17.

Vicky Park pipped in poll

THOUSANDS of people 
voted in a poll to find the 
most-loved park in Britain 
and Victoria Park came in 
second place. 

Nine of the borough's parks 
were included in the 1,448 fight- 
ing to be crowned the People's 
Choice for 2013-14. 

This year's winner, Margam 
Country Park in Wales, is home 
to the 19th century Tudor 
Margam Castle and a deer park 
set in a thousand acres of 
countryside. 

The top 25 green spaces also 
featured Tower Hamlets Ceme- 
tery Park and Ackroyd Drive 
Green Link Nature Reserve, 
which contains several grade 2 
listed monuments. 

Mayor Lutfur Rahman said: “A 
record number of parks and 
green spaces in our borough 
have been awarded the Green 
Flag Award for maintaining 
the highest possible standards 
and providing excellent spaces 
to local people. 

“Having two of our local 
spaces in the top 25 People's 
Choice listing is a tme testament 
to the hard work put in by staff 
and local residents. 

“Our parks and open spaces 
are a vital part of the commu- 


nity, providing essential play and 
leisure facilities. I am delighted 
Victoria Park remains among 
the top parks in the nation.'' 

Victoria Park, which has re- 
cieved the Green Flag Award 
three years running, continues 
to grow in popularity after its 
recent revamp, which saw the 


restoration of historic monu- 
ments, new play equipment, the 
creation of a new community 
facility and cafe, a new skate 
park and better sporting facil- 
ities, as well as the rebuilt Chi- 
nese pagoda. 

Cabinet member for culture 
Cllr Rania Khan said: “Over the 


summer our parks were full of 
families taking advantage of our 
excellent facilities and events. 

“I am pleased to hear that Vic- 
toria Park has performed very 
well and the national recogni- 
tion shows our dedication to 
provide high quality spaces.'' 

Victoria Park was created in 


1847 after a public outcry for 
green space for the growing East 
End population. 

It has more than 4,000 trees, 
a boating lake, playgrounds 
and space for a range of sports.

100 homes plan 
wins approval 


PLANS for a leisure centre, 
100 new homes and top 
class youth facilities were 
approved on October 9. 

Split across two sites in Poplar 
and Stepney, the £36 million 
scheme is being delivered by the 
council and developer Guildmore. 

It will see the restoration of 
Poplar Baths - the Grade II 
listed former swimming pool 
opposite Chrisp Street market 
- to provide a new leisure cen- 
tre, sports hall, cafe and gym, as 
well as 60 new council homes 
at this site. 


It will also see the develop- 
ment of Dame Colet House - an 
empty former housing block - 
and nearby Haileybury Youth 
Centre in Stepney. 

At this site 40 new council 
homes and a new youth centre 
with a cafe, IT suite, music stu- 
dio, fitness centre and outdoor 
games area will be created for 
the local community. 

The planning permission, 
granted at the council's devel- 
opment committee meeting, 
will enable Guildmore to begin 
work in January.

NEWS that the leaders 
of the far right English 
Defence League (EDL) are 
leaving the organisation 
has been all over the press 
this week.

Nominate boxough’s 
finest fox a plaque

A NEW scheme celebrating 
the borough’s rich her- 
itage invites residents to 
nominate a site of his- 
toric importance to be to 
be marked with a plaque. 

The People's Plaque scheme 
being run by the council aims 
to commemorate some of the 
people and places that are not 
recognised by the national Blue 
Plaque scheme which has now 
closed. 

There are a number of Blue 
Plaques in the borough com- 
memorating the link between 
notable figures of the past and 
the building in which they lived 
or worked. 

Launching the People's Plaque 
scheme at the Local History 
Library and Archives in Mile End 
last week, Mayor Lutfur Rahman 
said the Blue Plaque scheme 
only skimmed the surface of the 
diverse range of people, places 
and events that deserve recog- 
nition and appreciation. 

“Tower Hamlets has always 
been a unique area. It's a place 
that is constantly evolving. 

The level of diversity and 


change means there is an even 
greater need here, than possi- 
bly anywhere else in the coun- 
try, to recognise our common 
history through the contribu- 
tions made by different people, 
places and events,'' he said. 

Cllr Rania Khan, cabinet mem- 
ber for culture, said: “We want 
to ensure that we honour the di- 
versity of the individuals who 
made Tower Hamlets' history. 
We want to give ownership of 
the process to the people of this 


borough and that is why local 
people will be nominating and 
voting as part of this scheme.'' 

The scheme was approved as 
a result of a £4,000 budget 
amendment earlier this year. 

Nominations can be submit- 
ted online or by picking up a 
copy of the nomination form 
from Idea Stores and libraries. 

Twenty nominations will be 
shortlisted for a public vote 
after the closing date, Sunday, 
November 3.

PEOPLE and places recognised 
on Blue Plaques in Tower 
Hamlets include anti-slavery 
campaigner Sir Thomas 
Fowell Buxton, who lived and 
worked in the borough. 

Another plaque commem- 
orating Edith Cavell, a pio- 
neer of modern nursing in 
Belgium and a heroine of 
World War I, is displayed by 
the Royal London Hospital in 
Whitechapel. 

During World War II, East 
End docks, railways and indus- 
tries meant the area was tar- 
geted by the Nazis. 

A plaque under the railway 
bridge in Bow acknowledges 
the first flying bomb which hit 
the borough.

Geezers tap into the 
power of the Thames 

Ovex-5<>s group develops turbine to spaxk debate on hydro-electxic power

A GROUP of residents have 
produced a unique piece of 
technology powered by 
water from the river. 

And last week the Geezers, 
a group of men aged between 
55 and their late 80s, went out 
on the Thames to draw attention 
to the untapped potential of us- 
ing tidal energy in communities. 

They have been working with 
artist Dr Loraine Leeson on the 
project to develop a turbine. 

Ted Lewis, one of the Geezers, 
said: “When electricity prices 
prevent older people from 
heating their homes, and the 
Thames is just down the road, 
why are we not using it to 
power our city?” 

With the help of engineer 
Toby Borland, the men devel- 
oped a turbine which can be 
replicated easily and cheaply in 
developing nations, as well as 
in the UK. 

Last Tuesday, October 8 the 
group installed the turbine on 
a Thames barge, the Tamesis 
Dock, close to the Houses of 


Parliament. The machine is be- 
ing touted as the UK's first low- 
cost, small-scale turbine suitable 
for slow moving tidal rivers. 

The Geezers also hope that the 
project will generate a debate 
on use of the River Thames as 
a source of energy for London. 


Dr Leeson said: “The Geezers 
have hit the nail right on the 
head with identifying one of the 
most crucial issues facing our 
planet. 

“They remembered when 
tidal power was being devel- 
oped in the 1980s and wondered 


why it hasn't been used more 
widely.” 

Lottery Funding supported 
the workshops that helped the 
Geezers make their idea a real- 
ity.

A NEW national Be Clear 
on Cancer campaign is 
telling people about the 
signs of kidney and blad- 
der cancer. 

Although not as widely re- 
ported as other cancers, around 
16,600 people in England are 
diagnosed every year and the 
numbers are increasing. 

Up to 50 Tower Hamlets res- 
idents develop kidney and blad- 
der cancer each year. These 
cancers are more treatable the 
earlier they are found, so know- 
ing what to look out for can 
save lives. 

If you notice blood In your pee, 
it's Important to tell your doc- 
tor. This is the most common 
symptom of kidney and blad- 
der cancer, and is not something 
to be ignored. 

You're not wasting anyone's 
time by getting your symp- 
toms checked out and, if it's not 
serious, your mind will be put 
at rest. 

But if it is a condition such as 
kidney or bladder cancer, early 
diagnosis makes it easier to 
treat. Seeing your doctor could 
save your life. 

Other kidney cancer symp- 
toms include: 

■ a pain below the ribs that 
doesn't go away 

■ a lump in your stomach. 

Other bladder cancer symp- 
toms include: 

■ needing to pee very often or 
very suddenly 

■ pain while peeing. 

Both cancers affect men and 
women and are more common 
in people over the age of 50. 
Smoking and being very over- 
weight are important risk fac- 
tors for kidney cancer, and 
together they are thought to be 
responsible for more than half 
of all cases of kidney cancer in 
men and a third of cases in 
women. 

People on kidney dialysis are 


also more at risk of developing 
kidney cancer. 

People who smoke have a 50 
per cent increased chance of de- 
veloping kidney cancer com- 
pared to non-smokers. Smoking 
also increases the chances of get- 
ting bladder cancer by at least 
a third for smokers compared to 
non-smokers. 

The good news is that stop- 
ping smoking, over time re- 
duces people's chances back to 
the same level as lifelong non- 
smokers. 

People who have worked in 
manufacturing jobs Involving 
the use of rubber, dyes, textiles, 
plastics or certain other chem- 
icals are more prone to develop- 
ing bladder cancer. 

If you notice blood in your pee, 
even if it's 'just the once' tell your 
doctor. 

Making small changes to 
your lifestyle can make a big dif- 
ference. Here are some tips that 
can help prevent cancer: 

■ Stop smoking: it's never too 
late to quit. No matter what age 
you stop smoking, it reduces 
your chances of developing kid- 
ney or bladder cancer and 
makes a real difference to your 
health in general. 

There's plenty of support and 
help available locally. Call the 
health hotline on 7364 5016 to 
discuss your options or visit 
www.towerhamlets.gov.uk/ 
stopsmoking. 

■ Look after yourself: try to 

maintain a healthy weight and 
keep active. Swimming, cycling 
and dancing - the more you 
can do, the better. Even walking 
to your local shops instead 
of taking the car can make a 
difference. 

■ Eat healthily: try to get 

your 5-a-day. So eat more veg- 
etables and fruit, fish and whole- 
grain foods. Eat less fattening 
foods like cakes and pastries and 
fewer processed meats like ba- 
con and ham.

Police warn 
of bank scam 

POLICE are warning resi- 
dents about ‘courier fraud’ 
in which people are tricked 
into handing over their 
bank card and security 
details to a courier. 

After researching their victim's 
personal details, the fraudsters 
'cold call' them on their 
telephone landline, pretending 
to be someone in authority such 
as the police or their bank. They 
then gain the person's trust and 
convince them to reveal their 
bank card PIN number. 

To sound more trustworthy, 
they often ask the victim to call 
them back, but because they re- 
main on the line, any number 
dialled (including 999, 101 or 
the bank) automatically goes 
straight back to the fraudster, 
instead of the number the per- 
son believes they are calling. 

The fraudster then arranges 
for a cab firm or courier to col- 
lect the bank card from the 
victim's home address and de- 
liver it to a location where the 
bank card is collected by the 
fraudster. Once in possession of 
both the bank card and PIN they 
use it to shop or withdraw 
money from cash machines. 

Victims should report this 
crime immediately by calling

Involving local people 
in future of the NHS

RESIDENTS are invited to have their 
say about local health services at an 
event this weekend. 

The NHS Tower Hamlets Clinical Com- 
missioning Group (CCG), which now runs 
services such as GP surgeries and clinics, 
is holding the 2013 Health Conversation in 
Whitechapel on Saturday, October 19. 

It follows the publication of a prospec- 
tus which explains what the CCG does and 
sets out its plans for the next three years. 
It also details the role the CCG has in com- 
missioning and buying health services and 
sets out proposals for improvement. 

Local GP Dr Sam Everington, who chairs 
the CCG set up earlier this year, said: “As a 
new organisation it is important that we 
let local people know our plans and vision 
for the future. This prospectus sets out a 
new direction for health care in Tower Ham- 
lets, for reducing disease and providing a 
new level of patient care for local people. 

“It also makes clear that a key to future 
success is getting patients and local peo- 
ple involved and hearing their feedback." 

There have been many changes to the 
way health care is provided and how the 
NHS works locally. With the introduction 
of the Health and Social Care Act in April, 
local medical professionals such as GPs and 
nurses are now making decisions about the 
way that many NHS services work.

A ONE-day pop-up clinic at Whitechapel market saw more than 100 visitors 
receive health checks and information about early detection of conditions such 
as diabetes, stroke and cancer. The East End Health Network (EEHN), a group of 
four GP practices in Spitalfields, hosted the event and gave away healthy 
refreshments, balloons, goody bags and T-shirts. The clinic also featured 
activities including face and henna painting. 

Ashraf Ullah, chief executive of the network, said the pop-up clinic was effective 
at reaching people in the area. “EEHN feels passionately about improving basic 
health literacy in the population and is working with other partner agencies to 
educate as many people as possible,” he said. 



“We hope local people will join us at the 
2013 Health Conversation, where they can 
learn about the CCG and help make deci- 
sions about how we plan and pay for health 
care services," Dr Everington said.

Ex-copper who became Britain's 
most successful Olympic boxer 


BY JOHN RENNIE 


THE career of Harry Mallin is re- 
markable enough. Arguably Britain’s 
most successful ever Olympic box- 
er, British middleweight champion 
five years in a row, undisputed 
world champion for eight. 

Not many fighters have achieved as 
much in any era. Yet more remarkably still, 
the East End copper was never paid a pen- 
ny for his boxing - electing to stay ama- 
teur and fight for the love of the game. 

Henry William Mallin was born on 
June 1, 1892, the son of William (a Shored- 
itch journeyman glass beveller) and his 
wife Caroline. 

By 1901, the family had moved to Wind- 
sor Road (now Berkshire Road) in Hackney 
Wick, tucked at the top of Victoria Park, next 
to what is now the north end of the 
Olympic Park. Cross the River Lea into the 
Park today and you find yourself in the Eton 
Manor sports complex - one of the key sites 
for the Paralympic Games and part of the 
permanent legacy of facilities. 

But 100 years ago, this remote corner of 
Hackney Marshes was the home of Eton 
Manor sports club, one of the many at- 
tempts of the upper classes to do 'missionary 
work' for underprivileged East Enders. 

The mission had been running since the 
1880s; then in 1909, four Old Etonians, all 
scions of famous families (Gerald Welles- 
ley, Arthur Villiers, Edward Cadogan and Al- 
fred Wagg), set up the Eton Manor Boys' 
Club, to minister to the local lads' fitness 
as well as their souls. 

An old rubbish tip on the eastern end of 
Hackney Marshes was converted into a new 
sports ground, 'the Wilderness', with nine 
football pitches, two for rugby, cricket 
pitches, six tennis courts, a bowling green, 
squash court and running track. 

The young Harry was a superb sports- 
man, representing London schools at six- 
a-side football, playing cricket for his own 
school (Gainsborough Road) and winning 
rowing and sculling competitions on the 
Thames and the Lea. 

But it was the boxing at Eton Manor that 
really grabbed him. He came under the tute- 
lage of Fred Grace, the Olympic light- 
weight champion of 1908, and former 
English middleweight champ, Jerry Driscoll 
- Eton Manor, though amateur, was res- 
olutely professional in the quality of its

coaching. In 1912, Harry won his first com- 
petitive bout at the club. 

In 1914, the 21-year-old joined the Met- 
ropolitan Police, patrolling a beat in 
what is now Tower Hamlets and devoting 
all his spare time to sport. During World 
War I, the young copper was posted to the 
Rosyth naval shipyard in Scotland, where 
he nearly lost a leg in an accident. The 72 
stitches he required ruled him out of mil- 
itary service. 

It didn't stop him boxing though, and 



over the next years Harry dominated the 
middleweight amateur division, winning 
a succession of Amateur Boxing Associa- 
tion (ABA) titles and reigning as the Met- 
ropolitan Police Athletics Association's 
boxing champion for four years. Despite of- 
fers to turn pro, he was happy to combine 
his 'hobby' with his job as a bobby, and in 
1920 came his greatest moment yet, as he 
took Georges Prud'homme on points. 

Four years later, at the 1924 Paris Games, 
the Olympian spirit turned sour. Defend- 
ing his title at the Velodrome d'Hiver, he 
found himself in a quarter-final against lo- 
cal boy Roger Brousse who, at 23, was nine 
years his junior. 

At the bell, Mallin and most of the 
crowd thought he'd won the match on 
points (the East End fighter was a classic 
defensive fighter and counter puncher, who 
rarely won on knockouts), but the judges 
gave the result to Brousse. 

Mallin didn't complain about the dodgy 
decision, but did point out the bite marks 
on his arm and chest, where Brousse had 
repeatedly sunk his teeth. The Frenchman 
was disqualified, fights broke out and 
there were brawls between the British 
Olympic team and French spectators. 

An undignified route to another gold 
medal (Harry outpointing team-mate Jack 
Elliot in a tight final) but the papers loved 
it, the Daily Sketch writing that Brousse sam- 
pled 'some of the unroast beef of Old Eng- 
land'. It couldn't overshadow the fact that 
Mallin had become the first man to suc- 
cessfully defend an Olympic boxing title - 
a feat that wouldn't be repeated until 1956. 
Harry, having injured his left hand decid- 


ed it was time to quit, and took a remark- 
able record with him: unbeaten in 350 am- 
ateur bouts, and the only British boxer to 
have won Olympic gold twice. 

He would contribute far more, manag- 
ing the British boxing team at Hitler's no- 
torious Berlin Olympics of 1936, then again 
at the Helsinki Games of 1952. 

He became a key figure in the ABA and, 
in 1936, gave the first ever TV sports com- 
mentary, from a boxing match at the 
Alexandra Palace. 

His latter years in the force were spent 
as a physical training instructor, nurturing 
a new generation of champion boxing cop- 
pers. The boxing writer George Whiting, 
writing his obituary in police paper The Job, 
called him ''the most successful amateur 
boxer this country has ever produce ... the 
copper nobody could lick". 

Harry never married, and the ''sunny na- 
tured" ex-copper, full of ''friendly enthusi- 
asm" suffered ill health as he got older. 
After a stroke, that injured left leg had to 
be amputated. He died on November 8, 1969, 
and was cremated at Ilford, with full po- 
lice honours. 

In a strange coincidence, Arthur Villiers 
died the same year. The by now very elderly 
Old Etonian was still living in the Eton 
Manor clubhouse at the time of his death 
(and had done so since 1913), though he had 
finally closed his club in the mid-6os. The 
legacy continued, and does to this day, with 
a dwindling number of Old Boys meeting 
each year. But the grounds fell into a sad 
state of disrepair over the following decades, 
until their reinvention as an Olympic 
venue almost 40 years later.

Council seeks your views 
on tax benefits scheme 


THE council is seeking residents’ views 
about its plans to implement a local 
council tax benefit replacement scheme 
for the 2014/15 financial year that is 
broadly based on the current provision. 

The government abolished the national coun- 
cil tax benefit scheme from April this year 
which was replaced by schemes, developed 
and administered by local councils. 

Government funding for these schemes is ten 
per cent less than the amount allocated in the 
national scheme which means a difference of 
about £2.7 million in Tower Hamlets. 

This means that the council is faced with the 
choice of either: 

■ passing on the government cuts to residents 
who currently receive council tax benefit, by cut- 
ting their benefit or 

■ absorbing this cost into the council's budget. 



As pensioners are protected from the effects 
of this change, if the council decided to pass the 
cut on to residents, the burden of paying extra 
council tax would fall exclusively on working age 
residents on low incomes. 

For April 2013 to the end of March 2014, the 
council absorbed the cost from within its bud- 
get and now it wants to hear if residents agree 
to continue a similar arrangement in 2014/15.

On this month's walk, Graham 
Barker investigates the landmarks 
and housing styles in eastern Bethnal 
Green. Photos by Kois Miah.

AS you step out on this Bethnal Green 
walk, keep your eyes peeled for a trea- 
sure trail of art: the Dharma wheel at 
the London Buddhist Centre, the 
wire-mesh figures at Raine’s Foun- 
dation School and the agricultural 
mosaics at the V&A Museum of 
Childhood. 

Along the way, you'll also encounter two 
centuries of housing styles, including charm- 
ing terraced houses on Cyprus Street and Vic- 
torian tenements built by the East End 
Dwellings Company 

This month's walk starts at Bethnal Green 
Tube station. The worst civilian tragedy of 
World War II occurred here in 1943. Panicked 
by anti-aircraft rocket launchers in Victoria 
Park, a crowd surged into the station and 173 
people were suffocated. As you enter Beth- 
nal Green Gardens you'll see the new Stair- 
way to Heaven memorial (1) to the casualties. 

Walk through the park, initially heading 
left to the public shelter. Designed in the mod- 
ernist style of Charles Holden to disguise Tube 
vents, the shelter has been partly adapted 
into the Kiosk cafe, serving summer-time cof- 
fees and ice cream. 

Continue towards Bethnal Green Library 
(2) in the centre of the park. This was orig- 
inally the male wing of Bethnal House Lu- 
natic Asylum - hence why locals still know 
this as 'Barmy Park' - but it was adapted as 
a library in 1922. Nip into the panelled lob- 
by to see a photo of the opening event. 

Now skirt left of the tennis courts. As you 
emerge onto Braintree Street, a building site 
marks the next stage in the development of 
the Baitul Aman Mosque and Cultural Cen- 
tre. Local architects Makespace have devised 
a striking design to suit the triangular space. 

In the background, the Wessex Centre sixth 
form campus has an eye-catching orange and 
red striped rooftop extension. And for younger 
children there's Bangabandhu Primary 
School, set behind a long run of red railings. 

At Sceptre Road, look out for two stone 
crests inscribed 'in hoc signo spes mea' - 
meaning 'in this sign is my hope'. The Sut- 
ton Dwellings on which they appear were 
erected by the legacy of William Sutton, 
founder of the UK's first door-to-door par- 
cel service. 

To the left, the Bethnal Green Estate was 
the borough's first foray into mass housing,

built in 1922-4. As you wander through the 
central courtyard you'll notice that the sev- 
en blocks are named after poets such as Mor- 
ris, Shelley and Whitman. 

On Roman Road, head from the modern- 
day fire station to its Victorian predecessor, 
located on the corner of Globe Road. The lat- 
ter - a lively Arts and Crafts design - has 
served as the London Buddhist Centre (3) 
since 1978. Outside there's a mural and 




wrought iron Dharma wheel, and inside it's 
a peaceful haven offering meditation class- 
es and drop-in sessions. 
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in Cyprus Street

Wind your way along Globe Road, past gift 
shops, eating places and Victorian pubs - the 
suitably floral Florists Arms and the brown- 


tiled Camel. Between the two, there's a glimpse 
of the Burnham Estate twisting around a cen- 
tral green. Opposite, the walls of Globe Pri- 
mary School are lined with mosaics. 

Much of this area was developed from the 
late 1890s by the philanthropic East End 
Dwellings Company. Framed around court- 
yards, their five-storey tenements are often 
topped with towers, gables and domes, cre- 
ating a distinctive skyline. 



Along Welwyn Street (4), you'll find 
Mendip and Shepton Houses, both built in 
1900. Merceron and Gretton Houses further 
along were built a year later, followed by a 
terrace of cottages opposite. 

On Cyprus Street (5) - beyond the natur- 
al play space - you'll find two uninterrupt- 
ed terraces of Victorian houses, with wooden 
shutters and iron boot scrapers. Look out for 
the war memorial part way along, a sober- 
ing reminder of how many men from that 
one street alone perished in both world wars. 

From Old Ford Road there are views (6) to- 
wards the green chequered towers of the 
Cranbrook Estate to the right, and the low- 
er-rise Park View Estate to the left. From the 
1950s, Bethnal Green made adventurous 
choices of architects. Berthold Lubetkin adopt- 
ed a geometrical approach at the Cranbrook 
Estate, whilst there are Swedish influences 
- cantilevered canopies and a ripple-roofed 
community centre - at Park View. 

The church of St James' the Less (7) is one 
of only four of the original twelve Apostle 
churches' still active in Bethnal Green. Built 
in 1842 and remodelled after war damage, 
it has an elegant grey tower and abstract 
stained glass. 

Now follow Bonner Road, flanking the Lon- 
don Chest Hospital (8). Built in the early 1850s 
to care for tuberculosis patients, it's now a 
leading teaching hospital specialising in the 
treatment of heart and lung conditions. 

At the crossroads, the Bethnal Green 
Methodist Church is home to the Zacchaeus 
Project, providing social support for carers 
and older people. 

As you stroll down Approach Road, look 
out for the juxtaposition of old and new build- 
ings at Raine's Foundation School (9); bold 
black-brick blocks sit alongside the late Vic- 
torian Gothic buildings. Projecting from the 
facade there's a wire mesh sculpture of two 
figures, a modern interpretation by artist Nik- 
ki Taylor of the children's statue that stood 
at the first Raine's School in Wapping. 

Moving on, you'll find several landmarks 
as you approach the junction of Old Ford Road 
with Victoria Park Square. St Margaret's House 
Settlement (10) - an educational charity set 
up in 1888 - occupies a Georgian terrace, with 
the Gallery Cafe below and a tiny brick chapel 
in the courtyard behind. Next, there's York 
Hall (11), opened in 1929 by the Duke and 
Duchess of York and incorporating a swim-

ming pool, health spa and boxing hall. 

Opposite, the Prioiy and Church of Our Lady 
of the Assumption soars towards the skies. 
And behind a wall, there's Netteswell House 
-the oldest house in Bethnal Green that once 
served as the museum curator's home. 

From Museum Gardens, peer up to the dec- 
orative mosaic panels along the flank wall 
of the V&A Museum of Childhood (12) de- 
picting hopping, apple picking and other agri- 
cultural activities. 

First built as a temporary structure in South 
Kensington after the Great Exhibition, the 
'Brompton Boilers' were relocated here in 1872. 
The museum now houses the UK's nation- 
al collection of children's games and toys. 

As you approach the Tube station - the 
end of your walk - St John's Church towers 
above you, with its elegant windows and 
golden weather vane. It was designed in 1825 
by Bank of England architect Sir John Soane 
and holds a commanding position in the 
heart of Bethnal Green.

AS the nights draw in I'm 
tipped off about a rather 
enticing offer from Albion 
'Caff,' which really is 
anything but, and living 
off the irony. 

Every Monday they have a 
supper club deal of a selected 
main and glass of house wine 
or craft beer for a tenner. 

For the sake of research we 
trialled starters of Welsh rarebit, 
and fresh garden vegetables 
with a beetroot dip. We were toy- 
ing with the idea of crackling and 
apple sauce, but when we con- 
sulted the waiter he stated 'meat 
is murder' which pretty much 
nipped that one in the bud! 

Still, our waistlines were 
grateful in restrospect and the 
dip and veg made for a rather 
stunning plate of colour and left 
us feeling virtuous. 

The same cannot be said for 
the Silver Fox who piled into his 
Welsh rarebit with vim, bub- 
bling, melting cheese oozing off 
the pillowy white toast, leaving 
him content and soothed from 
the day's stresses. 


I'm delighted that we hit the 
jackpot of fish pie for our mains. 
Alongside the drink, this supper 
offer equates to over a third off 


and proves fantastic value for 
money. The fish pie was filled 
with white chunks of succulent 
cod/haddock, prawns and 


mussels, doused in a thick and 
creamy white sauce. Smooth 
mash piped on top and covered 
in cheese proves the crowning 
glory - heaven on an autumnal 
night washed down with a 
cheeky beer or two. The house 
white was pretty decent too and 
we heard no complaints from 
our wine afficionado. 

For those who haven't been 
to the Albion Caff in the Bound- 
ary restaurant and hotel com- 
plex, you'll find everything is 
done exceedingly well - from 
service to simple dishes and 
more complex puds and cakes. 

The ambience is homely, 
greatly aided by batches of 
freshly made brownies and 
cookies being laid out at dan- 
gerous scoffing distance as you 
walk past the open kitchens. 

Three had a rather lovely 
night within the new austeri- 
ty rules - starters, mains, drinks 
and service for £50 all in.

Thai chicken with brown rice - 

serves 2 


Ingredients 

ioog/40z brown rice 
1 tsp vegetable oil 
3 spring onions, chopped 
1 large chicken breast, sliced 
1cm piece of fresh root gin- 
ger, peeled and grated 
Finely grated zest of 1 lime 
50ml reduced-fat coconut milk 
70ml low-salt chicken stock 


2cm piece fresh lemon grass, 
finely sliced 

Bunch coriander, chopped 
6 baby sweetcorn, halved 
lengthways 
20 green beans 
1 red chilli, finely sliced 
Coriander leaves and lime 
wedges to garnish 


Method 

1. Cook the rice following the in- 
structions on the packet. 

2. Meanwhile, heat the oil in a 
large frying pan and saute 
the chicken until sealed. 

3. Add the ginger, lime zest, 
coconut milk, chicken stock, 
lemon grass and coriander. 

4. Heat until almost boiling. 
Cover and simmer gently over 


a low heat for 10 minutes. 

5. Add the baby sweetcorn, 
spring onions and green 
beans and simmer for a fur- 
ther 8 minutes, until the 
chicken is cooked and the 
vegetables are just tender. 

6. Serve on the rice, sprinkled 
with the chopped red chilli, 
coriander leaves and lime 
wedges on the side.

Plant of the month 
from the Horticultural 
Trades Association 

WITH an inspiring range of 
cultivars with coloured 
leaves and flowers to 
choose from, heuchera 
(commonly named coral 
bells) is the perfect choice 
for October. 

Traditionally used as fillers in 
the border, plant breeders have 
transformed heucheras with 
new and exciting cultivars. In 
recent years, diversely coloured 
leaf varieties, from yellows, or- 
anges and lime greens, through 
to purples, reds and browns 
have gone on the market. 

Heucheras are almost total- 
ly evergreen and are ideal for the 
novice gardener as they tend to 
look after themselves. They 
will brighten up any part of the 


garden and, when cut back in 
spring, will respond with 
vibrant new foliage. 

They can be grown in full sun 
or partial shade in soil that has 
had well rotted manure or com- 
post added prior to planting. 
Unlike hostas, heucheras are not 
attacked by slugs or snails. 

They are most effective when 
planted en masse in a border but 
can also be used in a standalone 
planter to bring vibrancy and 
texture to the garden or balcony. 

Different coloured cultivars 
can be used together to good 
effect, and they can be grown 
in winter baskets and contain- 
ers for placing on the patio. 

Heucheras are reliable peren- 
nials that attract both bees and 
butterflies. They can be estab- 
lished as ground cover in many 
garden situations such as under 
trees, where grass could stmggle. 


Inspirational Robbie 

Plumber’s success in turning his life around inspires young apprentices

A PLUMBER from Bow, 
who suffered from dyslex- 
ia at school and is now 
using his experiences to 
inspire young people, has 
been commended at a 
national awards event. 

Nineteen-year-old Robbie Bar- 
rett is self-employed and works 
with major building compa- 
nies. The teenager turned his for- 
tunes around after completing 
a two-year vocational training 
course at Circle Housing Group's 
construction training centre in 
Old Ford, which is designed to 
help young people into work. 

Now Robbie regularly goes 
back to the centre to tell trainees

how it has turned his life around. 

Robbie made it to the final 
three in the intermediate level 
category of the national 
Apprentice of the Year 2013 
awards and was highly com- 
mended by the judges. 

He said: “I struggled all my life 


with dyslexia - at school peo- 
ple thought I was stupid and my 
teachers never believed I would 
do well at anything. But once I 
discovered I could do things with 
my hands, it gave me so much 
confidence and hope." 

Although he learnt to be 
independent from an early age 
after his father died when he was 
three, Robbie said it was in the 
supportive learning environ- 
ment of the training centre that 
his confidence began to grow. 

He gained national voca- 
tional qualifications and 
hands-on experience of con- 
struction, including a plumbing 
apprenticeship. 

He said: “I try to encourage 
other young people to believe 


in themselves, work hard and 
make the best of their life. I think 
I am a good role model for 
those people who have learning 
difficulties because I have shown 
that I can succeed." 

Charmaine Brouard, Circle 
Housing Group's training tutor 
at Old Ford, said: "We could see 
the potential in Robbie from the 
start and it was clear he is 
talented at construction. 

“He also showed very good 
leadership skills by taking the 
initiative on tasks and helping 
the others with their work. 

“He is a great example to oth- 
er young people and has shown 
that with hard work and com- 
mitment it is possible to over- 
come banters and be successful."

Permit Transfer Scheme: 
for residents moving to 
3 bedroom or larger social 
rented car free homes 

The Mayor of Tower Hamlets introduced 
the new Permit Transfer Scheme (PTS) 
to operate from 5 September 201 1 to 
help to reduce the levels of 
overcrowding in social rented housing in 
the borough. The PTS helps some 
families move to larger social rented car 
free homes by allowing them to retain 
one on-street resident car parking 
permit subject to the PTS criteria as 
outlined below being met. The PTS is a 
change in the operation of the Councils 
existing on-street Residents Parking 
Permit Scheme. 


CAR FREE HOMES 


No on-street residents 1 parking permits issued 


The Council's 'car free homes' planning policy 
was introduced in Tower Hamlets in the late 
1990s to help reduce traffic congestion and 
better manage the limited supply of on-street 
parking spaces. This initiative also helps to 
reduce the level of air pollution from motor 
vehicles and encourages more people to walk, 
cycle and go by public transport. 

The Transport for London (TfL) Cycle Hire scheme 
(www.tfl.gov.uk/cycling) and local pay-as-you-go 
car clubs (www.carplus.org.uk) are also now 
available in Tower Hamlets to help you get around 
in healthier, greener ways. 

If you live in a car free home, you will not be able 
to apply for on-street residents' car parking 
permits, unless you hold a disabled driver's blue 
badge or are eligible under the Permit Transfer 


Scheme (PTS), which is targeted at social rented 
housing residents. The criteria for the PTS is as 
follows: 

1. applies to residents moving to 3 bedroom or 
larger social rented car free homes; 

2. only one on-street resident parking permit per 
household is permitted; 

3. you must have held your on-street car parking 
permit for at least 1 year prior to moving home; 

4. your on-street parking permit must be renewed 

and not lapse to remain eligible under the 
scheme; 

5. the tenant is responsible for providing proof of 
PTS eligibility to Parking Services (including a duly 
signed and dated Tower Hamlets Homes or 
housing association approved tenancy 
agreement); and 


6. the PTS was introduced on (and operates from) 
5 September 201 1 by Tower Hamlets Council and 

is not retrospective . 

Residents in car free homes can apply for a 
temporary parking permit for visiting trades 
people for £5 a day. To qualify, written proof of the 
work to be carried out must be provided, along 
with the vehicle's details. Each home can apply 
for a maximum of 20 one-day-permits within a 6 
month period. 

Alternatively, scratchcards are available for trades 
people and visitors, providing parking for up to 
five hours on weekdays and all day on weekends. 
Households can apply for up to 3 books of 10 
scratchcards per year. For permit charges and

TMO's 

Tenant Management Organisations 


Tenant Management Organisations (TMOs) are formed when tenants decide they 
want to take over the management of their homes. TMOs usually take the form of either 
a Tenant Management Co-operative (TMC) or an Estate Management Board (EMB). 

When a TMO take over the management of an estate the Council still owns the 
homes and the tenants keep the same rights as other Council tenants. 

Should you move to a property managed by a Tenant Management Organisation 
(TMO) you may be expected to contribute to the day to day running of the block 
& estate. 

TMO responsibilities can vary, but may include: 

• organising repairs 

• deciding on caretaking and estate cleaning priorities 

• collecting rent and managing arrears 

• employing and managing staff and contractors 

• looking after public gardens and other shared areas 

• controlling any estate improvements 

• providing advice and support to tenants. 

Please be aware of this when bidding for a Tenant Management Organisation

We are working towards the 
full introduction of the new 
Allocations Scheme, and are 
hoping to be able to go "live" 
with the changes shortly. 
Between now and then, we are 
sharing information about the 
changes we are making. 


; This week's information share 


Last week, in addition to telling you how the scheme is to work, we told you 
about being able to see your real-time positions when you bid for a property. 
This week, we are going to concentrate on tackling people who unreasonably 
refuse offers. 

We realised that, on average, each advertised property is refused four times 
before finally being accepted. There are some people on the list who have 
already refused more than 20 properties. This can be frustrating for those who 
are genuinely interested in these properties. 

We asked for your thoughts about this and, based on the feedback you gave 
us, we are introducing a penalty system when we go "live". Generally speaking, 
anyone refusing three reasonable offers of accommodation will be demoted to 
the bottom of their Priority Band for 12 months. After that period, their 
application date will be restored but every future unreasonable refusal will 
result in a further 12-month demotion. This will help speed up the lettings 
process and give people lower down the list a little more chance of an offer. 

Next week, we will be covering the topic of providing information on bidding results. 

You are bound to want to know more. We are currently putting together a 
guide to the Allocations Scheme and a set of Frequently Asked Questions 
(FAQ). When these are ready, they will be published on the Homeseekers web 
site and we will provide you with the link to these in due course.

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Indian passage 
to the big time 

Sean O’Sullivan hopes for Delhi tournament breakthrough

SEAN O’Sullivan heads to 
Delhi this week hoping 
the Indian Open will be his 
passport to snooker’s big 
league. 

He may not be a household 
name yet, but O'Sullivan is 
learning the ropes on the pro- 
fessional snooker circuit. 

He is in his second season as 
a pro, but it has been something 
of a baptism for the 19 -year-old, 
nicknamed the Storm. 

He lost his first nine match- 
es as a professional, but is now- 
ranked 90th and managed a 142 
break in the China Open qual- 
ifying round earlier this year. 

The Storm hasn't exactly 
blown the opposition away, 
but he hopes that could all be 
about to change. 

And to help him make the 


breakthrough he has got him- 
self a new coach - Stephen 
Feeney, a man who has been in- 
strumental in changing the 
lives of several sporting icons. 

Sean hopes Feeney's influence 
can eventually lead him to pro- 
fessional fame and fortune. 

“I was with Gary Filtness 
since I was about 13 or 14. He is 
a brilliant coach and has worked 
wonders for me over the years,” 
said Sean, born in Whitechapel 
and now living in Stepney Green. 

“However, with his other 
work commitments and the 
hectic snooker schedule, things 
weren't working out so I felt I 
needed to move on. 

“Since the new season began 
I've improved considerably and 
the experience I've gained since 
has helped that improvement. 

“Another reason is that I 
moved to Pocket Aces in Leyton- 


stone, where I am able to use a 
proper tournament table. This 
means I can now practice un- 
der tournament conditions.” 

Feeney invented the 
SightRight method of coaching 
for golf, snooker and darts and 
has established himself as the 
world's leading expert at iden- 
tifying and correcting sighting 
and alignment issues. 

The pair have been together 
for two months and the 
progress is clear. 

O'Sullivan has beaten players 
such as former world champi- 
onships semi-finalist Joe Perry 
in the Bulgarian Open and his 
good friend, Martin Gould, the 
Sky Shootout champion, to qual- 
ify for the Indian Open. 

Winning his first champi- 
onship would go a long way to 
proving O'Sullivan's career is go- 
ing in the right direction.
